For several, days a petition, sign- 
ed by a large number of members of 
the Bible schools of the various 
Paris churches, has been in ejacula- 
tion, reqr.ectlng the City Council to 
take action in regard to refusing 
licenses to certain soft drink stands 
in Paris, the proprietors of which 
having been indicted on various 
charges hare and in other places. 
The petition, which was signed by 
at least seven hundred persons, and 
presented to the City Council last 
night, was worded as follows: 

"To the Honorable Mayor and 
Board of Couiicil of the Ctty of 
Paris: 

"We, members of the Bible classes 
of the Baptist, Christian, Methodist 
and Presbyterian churches of Paris, 
Ky., respectfully protest against you 
granting licenses to anyone to con- 
duct a restaurant, bone dry or soft 
drink stand or any other business in 
our city, who has been indicted or 
repeatedly lined for breaking laws 
of our town or In adjoining towns. 

"We also respectfully ask you to 
use the police power of the city to 
rid our community of bootleggers 
and illicit stills, and we promise you 
our moral support.". 

The petition was ti^ed over to 
]\Iayor January, and presented at the 
meeting of the Council last night. 
Owing to the fact that THE NEWS 
goes to press early we did not hear 
what action was taken.

Unseasonable weather still holds 
back the marketing oJl poultry, but- 
ter aad eggs by the producers, caus- 
ing firm markets for each product. 

The demand for live and dressed 
poultry is nominal and receipts about 
usual for this period of the year. 

Butter prodactk|a should increase 
rapidly from now on, and while the 
demand is extremely good, it is nat- 
ural to expect lower prices. 

As the demand for May storage 
eggs is not as good as for April's, 
the pnaveets are that the egg mar- 
ket wlH work to a lower level by 
the first of May. This will be influ- 
enced to a certain extent by the pro- 
tluction. *^

The idea of a memorial wah first 
suggested by the late Edaward W. 
Hines, prominent Louisville attor 
ney; who died ahortly after tbe close 
of the war while .still chairman of 
the Kentucky Council of National 
Defense. Mrs. John D, Wakefield, 
chairman of the meeting, noting a 
groap ot-War Ifotbera in tbr audi- 
ence bearing a faded war flag, halt- 
ed the proceedings while they draped 
the battle emblem about tbie apeah- 
ers' stand. 

Speakers expressed beltaC tbat the 
sol deirdead of Kentucky were yet 
alive and conscious of tbe tribute 
beiujg pi^ tbem. <^

This demand can not be created by 
the iisne of -large quantitiea of cur 
rency, but by the inclination to buy 
It ia methods, not money, which 
the various interests of the United 
States need. There must be more 
economical distribution of manufact- 
ured and agricultural porducta, and 
there must be adjnatmenta in other 
lines that will make conditions more 
normal. When that it done, there 
will be money for all genuine needs 
of the nation, but if more ia needed 
the sovenunent need not veaort to 
flat iMUes of currency.

Tobacco growers from all over the 
United States are intereated in the 
success of the Burley Tobacco Orpw- 
ers* Co-operative Aaaociatlon, aceord- 
ing to.inouiries received from every 
tobaccov growing State in the Union 
and to the number of personal inves- 
tigations being made by tobacco 
men from the various States. 

L. C. Foeter,, of Madison. Wis., 
Deptity Oommiaatenor of the Bureau 
of Markets, is in Lexington to study 
ther plan of the burley association. 
Mr. Foster is one of the leaders in a 
movement in Wisconsin to Ofsaniae 
the tobacco grow«# nloBg the Unes 
of- the Kentucky: association and has 
come heroi as he expresses it, "to 
get some 'thunder' for the mem- 
bership campaign" which he plana to 
start within a few weeks* • 

Mr. Foater said Wisconsin grows, 
annually, about eo, 000,000 pounds 
of cigar type tobacco. He said the 
1920 crop sold at an average of 
40 cents a pound. The 1921 crop 
sold last winter for leas than 1 oents 
a pound. As a consequence, he said, 
the Wisconsin growers are facing 
conditions similar to those that ex- 
isted in Kentucky one year ago, and 
the growers realize they must or- 
ganize for aelf-proteeUon. 

Mr. Foater, who has been in con- 
ference with officials of the associa- 
tion, said he was greatly impressed 
by the wonderful progress; the (^ga.- 
nization has made in so short a time, 
and he aaaorod^ these men that, 
within a few months, Wisconsin 
would join hands with Kentucky. 
Ohio, Indiana, Virginia, the Caroli- 
nas and other States that have 
adopted the co-operative plan of 
marketing tobaeeo. 

Hugh West, of Hopkinsville, Ky., 
also visited the association's offices. 
Mr. West who is from the dark to- 
bacco district, and one of the prime 
movers in the organisation work 
there, reports that the prospects for 
a co-operative in Western Kentucky 
and TennesBse ara Tory s|iaonrag 
ins* . ' 

Plana are being formulated for 
beginning within a few weeks an- 
other intensive campaign for mem- 
bers. Every county already organ- 
ized will be recanvassed, but special 
effort will be made to aign mp the 
small peresntage of burlof growers 
still outside. 

Mr. Stone predicts that in the 
near future the Burley Association 
will have control of practically the 
entire burley tobacco production. 

The field serviee division report- 
ed the receipt, during the week, of 
115 contracts, representing about 
300.000 pounds. Of these thirty 
were received from Bracken cbunjty, 
thirteen from Rockcastle and ten 
Boone, Kentucky, and n ln s t es a tn>m 
Indiana.

GENOA PROMISES MUCH 



The prompt manner in which 
differences of opinion between the 
various delegates to the Genoa con- 
ference have been . bronght to the 
front, disclosing the extent of the 
chasms which must be bridged if 
comity and understanding is to be 
be restored among the nations of 
Europe, is a good omen. This in it- 
self is a step forward and pares the 
way for a frank exchange of views. 

In view of some recent history, 
the ^'rench government hardly can 
be blamed for being unwilling to 
run the riak of losing the fniits of 
the treaty of Versailles nnttl some 
other means of putting the prostrate 
nations on their feet have been con- 
sidered. One of the great hopes for 
the success of the meeting lies in the 
Brittih premier's leadership.

The ob- 
jection of the French and Belgians 
to tlie inc]Mon of their former foes 
in the m^lbershirof the prihelpal 
committee is easily understood, but 
it is gratifying that they listened to 
the British premier's covas^ and 
changed their attitude.
